The British steamer Tai- 
shan, owned by the Hong- 
kong, Macao and Canton 
Steamboat Company, was 
challenged, stopped 
boarded by men from a 
Japanese destroyer just out- 
side Hongkong waters early 
this morning. 

“She was flying the 
British flag,” the Secretary 
of the operating company 
told the Hongkong’ Tele- 
graph this morning. 


A warning shot was fired by the 
destroyer when the Talshan was off 
Machau at about 3.45 am... bound 
for Hongkong from Canton. The 
'shlp was immediately stopped and 
the destroyer lowered away o scn- 
boat and sent an officer and” five 
men aboard the British ship. 

This officer demanded the ship's 
paperg and for 45 minutes examined 
them while the Taishan Iny hove to, 
under the watchful cye of the 
destroyer. 

It Is noteworthy that the Taishan 
attempted to reach Canton on Sunday 
night, but encountered a Japanese 
warshlp.on that occasion, walted for 
daylight nnd agaln tried to run for 
her destination. Once again she 
was intercepted by the destroyer, 
and although she was not challenged 
she put back to Hongkong:

Washington, Sept. 7. 

. Declaring . that Japan aimed. at the conquest of. the. 
Pacific, and that her dreams of Empire included Australia, the 
Philippine Islands, Hawaii, the Chinese Ambassador to Wash- 
ington spoke feclingly to-day of China’s determined resistance. 


‘Describing the Japanese forees in China as “marauders,” 
the Ambassador; Dr. C. T. Wang, in an interview with the press, 
intimated that his country would not only attempt to defeat them 
but that she was also endenvouring to reguin her lost territories 


in the north-east. . 


The Ambassador appealed formally for funds to help 
Chinese civilians wounded and destjtute in many cases in the 
war zones. ’ 


China was ready to attempt settle- 
ment of her diMcultles with Japan 
through any pacifle means possibic, 
but she would Aight to her utmost 
strength to block any further con- 
quest of Chinese territory. 


“However, we know the attempted 
conquest of China is only a small part 
of what the Japancse milltarists 
envisage. They mean to create a 
Pacific Empire which will Include nat 
only China but all the Innds of the 
Pacific, including the Phillippines, 
Australia, Hawall—if she can get 
them,” Dr. Wang declared.—Reuter, 


BRITISH CONCERN 


London, Sept. 7. 

The Japanese blockade of the 
China const has been. under the 
actlve consideration of. the British 
Government, which now feels as- 
surcd that Japan docs not intend to 
interfere with British shipping and 
therefore questions arising from the 
much-debated legal status of the 
blockade do not arise.

DISEASE. MENACE TO 
DAIRY HERDS 


From A Special Correspondent 


Belfast, Aug. 12, 

An experiment: which may 
prove of the first importance to 
dairy farmers throughout the 
British Isles is being under- 
taken at 2 Government research 
farm adjoining Stormont Castle, 
the residence of Lord Craiga- 
von, Northern Ireland Prime 
Minister. 


It is the testing of a new vaccine 
agiinst “contagious ubortion,’ one of 
the most scrious of nll enttle dis- 
cases, Some 40 per’ cent. of all 
British cattle are believed to be in- 
fected, the annual losses running into 
hundreds of thousands of pounds. 


The vaccine has been prepared by 
experts of the Department of 
Agricullure here, in accordance with 
the principles followed by'M. Spah- 
linger in preparing his famous tuber- 
culosis vacelne for cattle, 


This means that the discase- 
producing Organism =hus been 
“grown” in the laboratory under as 
nearly natural conditions as possible, 
and then allowed to die a natural 
death. Only when prellminary. testw¢ 
t hown that the vaccine ls really 
dead will it be used. 


HUMANS AFFECTED 


Eleven heifers (cows which: have 
not yet calved) have now been vac- 
cinuted, nnd are being exposed, along 
with 11 untreated animals, to na- 
tural - infection on the farm. It fs 
Hoped that all the vaccinated animals 
an .ap-- 
preclible. proportion of the others 
will contract the disease, 
viding a prima facie 
investigation. 


“The disease is terribly wide- 
sprend,” 1 was told, “and«a menace 
to every dairy herd In| England. 
Apart from the loss of the culf, it 
leads to 4 drop of up to two-thirds 
In the milk supply. It has also been 
pointed out that the organism caus- 
ing the disease is closely related to 
that responsible for undulant fever 
in human beings. Quite a number of 
cases have been reported jn which 
this disease appears to have been 
contracted through milk from in- 
fected cows.” 


FARMERS’ FEAR 
EFFECTIVE VACCINE A 
REAL NEED 


An official at the Ministry of 
Agriculture in London told a 
Morning Post . representative 
recently that an effective vac- 
cine of the kind being tasted 
would be warmly welcomed.

FATALITY — 


-CORONER’S INQUEST 
. HELD 


A tramMe fatallty which occurred 
at the junction of Hennessy Road 
and Percival Street on August 11, 
when n motor car driven by Mr, R. 
A, Stride, of Lane, Crawford, Lid 
struck a plank of wood which was 
belng carricd on the shoulder of a 
man, was, recalled at the Centrat 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 
when an Inquiry waa held Into the 
cause of the accident, 


Mr. S. F. Balfour sat as Coroner, 
with a jury comprising Messrs. F. 
B. Blakey (foreman), R. E. Lee and 
Cheung Shung-hing. 


Sub-Inspector A, J. Johnson and 
Traffic Inspector S. C, Saunders 
were present for the pollee, 


Dr. R. S.. Begble sald he examined 
the body of a male, Pun Hok, aged 
90, on August 12, and found a bruise 

-on the left side of the neck, The 
skull was fractured, Death was duc 
to fracture and dislocation of the 
spine, and could have been caused 
by a moving vehicle striking, a heavy 
object being carried - on deceased's 
Jeft shoulder. 


After. Mr, O, C. Womack, land sur- 
veyor of the Public Works’ Depart- 
ment, had produced plans of the 
locality, Lo Kin, a coolle, said that 
pbout 1 p.m. on August 11 he and 
deceased were carrying a plank of 
wood from the Praya to the Tai Lec 
timber-yard in Hennessy Road. The 
plank was 12 inches wide, 244 inches 
thick, and 26 fect long. Witness was 
Jn front, and as they reached the en- 
trance of the tlmber-yard, witness 
felt the plank jerked from his right 
shoulder, causing him to fall to the 
road, and become unconscious, 


Before the accident occurred,, the 
plank was being carried into the 
yard at o slant to the road. They 

. did not bring the plank at right 
angles to the door, as it would then 
have obstructed traffic ucross the 
road, 


Pun Song, another coolle, sald he 
snw Lo and deceased carrying the 
Plank, and next saw a motor car dash 
against the plank, throwing deceas- 
ed to the ground. Witness helped 

. to. pick deccused up, but found. he 
was dead, 


Damage to Car 


Traffic-Sergeant T. McInnes said he 
examined the car, No, T3945, on 
August 11, and found the brakes to 
be jn good , order. Witness saw 
damage to the left hand corner of the 
windscreen, and the frame was bent 
about six inches on the left side. 
The panelling underneath the wind- 
sereen frame was also bent, and the 
windscreen gloss wos shattered. At 
_@' speed of 20 miles an hour, the 
car pulled up in 25 feet, which, In 
witness's opinion, was good brak- 
ing. 

The driver .of the car, R. A. 
Stride, said he was golng cast along 
Hennessy Road about 1.50 p.m. on 
August 11 at a speed of 20 miles an 
hour. The road was wet and crowd- 
ed, and he was driving cautlously. 
On reaching Percivat Street, he saw 
about 35-yards ahead a length. of 
timber projecting into the road at an 
angle. Only one end of the timber 
was visible, When he passed the 
safcty island, he pulled out two and 
a half fect to the right, and his 
wheels were then six inches over the 
tramtrack. 

Getting to the spot where he had 
secn the timber, he suddenly saw it 
jerked right across his windscreen. 
The incldent happened so, quickly 
that he did not realise what was 
happening, and travelled for another 
10 yards before stopping. He then 
backed his car, and on alighting, 
saw two. men carrying another. 
When witness discovered that the 
man was dead, he telephoned for the 
police and ambulance. 

Witness added that the road was 
so congested that he could not sec 
the man carrying the timber 

After Ho Hol, the widow, had 
given evidence of identification of 
the body, the jury returned a ver- 
dict of accidental ‘death.

MISADVENTURE 


HANGING NOT 
INTENTIONAL 


2nd. Class Alrcraftsman 
George Bernard Chisholm-Ellams, 
22, was found hanging in_n drylng 
room at the Kal Tak R. A, F.‘Statlon 
on the night of July 30, had not in- 
tended to commit sulcide but had 
merely stuged, ond bungled, a de- 
monstratlon to obtain hin discharge. 
was the conclusion arrived at by 
the Coroner's jury at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday, when the 
inquiry Into his death was complct- 
ed. 


A verdict of death by misadven- 
ture was recorded. 


«Mr. K. M. A, Barnett, ‘who ex- 
pressed hh ugreement with the 
vordict, s as Coroner, and was 
assisted by a jury comprising Messrs, 
B..C...Randall © (foreman), W. L. 
Ramscy and Wong Yin-nin, 
Divistonal Inspector F. T. J. Portal- 
liun and Squadron Leader J. E. M. 
MacCullam were also present, 


After evidence had been © given 
that Chisholm-Ellams had appeared 
perfectly normal a few hours before 
he met hie death, Airernftsman A. D. 
Morgan testified to having known 
him for about five months. Deceased 
had told him that he did not like the 
Service, and wanted to get out. He 
ulso safd he did not like the N.C.O.s 
or the officers. 


That 


Witness sald that deceased — had 
expressed, his willlngness to do him- 
self bodily harm If he could get out, 
and had asked Whiness if he thought 
he, deceased, would get his discharge 
by cutting off his fingers. Witness 
told him not to be a fool. 


Asked for Loan 


On the day of bis denth, ubout 6 
p.n., decensed asked witness to lend 
him $10, but as witness had _no 
money, he coukl not do so. De- 
ceased, however, did not seem to 
mind, and said he would get the 
money off some one else. 


Another witness, Cpl C. T. W. 
Morgan, said about nine months ago 
Chisholm-Ellams had asked him 
ways and means of obtaining his 
discharge from the Force. Witness 
had told him there were two 
methods, by purchase, and on, com- 
passionate grounds, deceased * could 
not produce compassionate rounds, 
and discharge by purchase, which 
cost between £50 and £60, had 
already been appiled for by him, but 
had not been approved. 


Summing up, the Coroner said 
there was suflctent evidence to sup- 
port either a verdict of suicide, or 
one, of death by misadventure. 


Speaking of the latter possibility, 
he pointed out that deceased had 
chosen a much frequented place for 
his decd. The light of the drying 
room had+been on, and he was only 
two feet away from the open door, 
which was being constantly passed. 
Instead, if he chose, he could have 
gone to the furthest corner of the 
room, put out the Jight, and hung 
himself behind the large quantity of 
clothing on the ralls. , 


Evidence ‘by many of the wit- 
nesses supported this theory, and it 
was) possible that deceased had 
waited until he heard approaching 
footsteps before inserting his head 
in the noose, thinking that he would 
be discovered immediately.

ATTEMPTS FAIL 


ASAMA MARU AND CONTE 
VERDE STILL ASHORE 


The refloating of the Italian liner 
Conte Verde is proving much more 
dificult than was at first expected. 
Two attempts have been made, one 
on Monday and one yesterday, to 
drag the vessel from her position in 
Sai Wan Bay, but-both have been 
futile, despite the fact that the 
serew of the ship is free and able to 
aid the tugs in thelr work. 


Yesterday a further complication 
arose when -it was found that the 
shortage of lighters has now become 
809 acute in Hongkong that the cargo 
abonrd the Conte Verde cannot be 
salvaged. It is being thrown over- 
bonrd into the sen in order to lighten 
the liner. The major part of the 
cargo is paper. Further attempts to 
refloat the ship will take place this 
week, 

The Asama Maru Is, in a way, in 
a worse position than the Conte 
Verde, for the Japanese ner has no 
cargo to discharge Jn order to lighten 
the ship. Yesterday at 3 p.m. a 
large salvage vessel owned by the 
Nippon Salvage Company, arrived 
here. from Mojl whence it sect out 
immediately the news was heard in 
Japan that. the Asama Maru was in 
dimculties. The experts aboard the 
vessel] inspected the liner yesterday 
evening, and-on attempt to refloat 
her is scheduled for this week. She 
$s not bnadty damnged In the hull, 
though there are no fewer than nine 
holes Jn her tanks, 

Unfortunately the ship has only 
ten fect of water around her at 
high tide, and the only casily dump- 
ed material aboard ig the fucl oil, 
about 1,000° tons, and the water, 
about 1,500 tons. The fuel oll will 
be pumped fnto tankers and the 
water into the sen. 

-No further Indication of the fate 
of the An Lee Is avaiinble except 
that the Ching Kee S.N. Company, 
agenta for the varlous “Lee” ships 
which are ashore or sunk in the 
harbour, have put the salvage of all 
thetr vessels inte the hands of the 
Talkoo Dock Company. So far no 
decision as to what will be done 
with the An Lee, which fs high on 
the Prnya, hns been reached. 

Tho BA. Iner Tolamba is still 
ashore at Lyeemoon, the Van 
Heutaz at Green Island, and the 
Tymerle and Hong Peng at North 
Pont. Only smaller lnunches and 
the freighter Grete Moerak are 
among the salvaged ships to date. -

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THE ARMY AS 
A CAREER 


The recent inducements which 
have been held out to recruit 
for the British Army are to be 
explained by the fact that there 
has been a considerable falling 
off in the numbers:of men join- 
ing the colours. The imagina- 


tion of young men has been}, 


captured by the Navy and the 
Royal Air Force, which hag not 
been in any way handicapped in 
their programme of expansion 
by lack of recruits. . But the 
Army has been short of some 
23,000 men, and needs fully 
56,000 more this year to replace 
normal wastage and to bring it 
up to strength. This is the task 
to which Mr. Hore-Belisha, War 
Secretary, is devoting his in- 
genuity with intensive pro- 
paganda of which he gave ample 
evidence when in charge of the 
Minister’ of Transport. One of 
the new plans put forward is 
that instead of serving for only 
seven yeurs and then passing 
into the Reserve, men will be 
allowed to re-engage for a total 
of 21 years’ service and thus to 
qualify for a pension. This is 
frankly. put forward as an 
experiment, and will be judged 
by the response which it yields. 
So far, the new plan hag proved 
most attractive. ‘The main idea 
of this proposal isto retain the 
services of men who, after seven 
years, have found themselves 
back in ‘civil life, where they 
are’ apparently redundant. No 
matter how much they may- 
have been attracted by soldier- 
ing, they have found it a blind- 
alley employment, leaving their 
Jatter case worse .than their 
first.

HITLER DENOUNCES: 
COMMUNISM 


. Nuremberg, Sept. 7. 

. Herr Adolph Wager, Nazi leader 
for .southern Bavarin, read Hitler's 
proclamation to the Nazi Conference, 
It repeats. the colonial clalms and 
says that the four-year plan must 
be carried out through all: clrcum- 
stances, Friendly relations with 
Italy must be strengthened and the 
antl-Comintern Pact with Japan 
stands unshaken.

Hitler said: “Our ngrcement ‘with 
Japan serves purposes of co-operation 
in defence of the clvilised world 
against propaganda which is to-day 
being waged in Spain but which may 
be waged to-morrow in the For East 
or unywhere clse. We hope other 
nations may understand the signs of

tere than 130 technical men who 
were sent out last month have enlisted 
the support of the various district 
magistrates while the farmers are 
coger to put the emergency extension 
work on a permanent basis. It Is ex~ 
pected that a substantial Increase in 
the cultivated areas and in the pro- 
duction of both rice und other food 
crops will be effected os a result of 
the programme. by ot 

Dr. Lin belleves that the farmers 
must be taught to realise the impor- 
tance of performing their duty as pro- 
ducers of food, utilizing not only all 
available land suitable for agricul- 
ture but ‘also every month of the 
year for production purposes. He be- 
lleves that although Kwangtung has 
gn average annual shortage of 10,- 
000,000 piculs of rice, the province 
could be made self-supporting it 
there were no idle. land, idie months 
and idle people. 

The present programma, which was 
launched shortly after the outbreuk 
in Shanghai, includes the following:

Recently 
the Japanese attempted to Jand ant 
Pootung with the result that stray 
bullets fell in the Settlement and 
Concession ureas. . 

‘In the face of the Japanese 
Invasion it is only right that China 
should take dafenslve measures within 
her own territory. . 

“You ure therefore to request the 
*Britlsh, American and French 
authorities that they should’ devise 
means to cause the Japanese warships 
to be withdrawn from the. Whangpoo. 

“In this way a recurrence of 
similar Incidents will be prevented,” 

It is noteworthy that the three 
Powers- proposed to Japan that she 
should withdraw her warships only 
“a short distance, which would leave 
them several miles up-stream from 
the mouth of the Whangpoo.— 
United Press.

DISEASE MENACE TO 
DAIRY HERDS 


From A Spcelal Correspondent 


Belfast, Aug, 12. 

An experiment which may 
prove of the first importance to 
dairy farmers throughout the 
British Isles ig being under- 
taken at a Government research 
farm adjoining Stormont Castle, 
the residence of Lord Craiga- 
von, Northern Ireland Prime 
Minister. , 


It is the testing of a new vaccine 
ogainst “contagious abortion,” one of 
the most serlous of all cattle dis- 
cases. Some 40 per cent. of ail 
Britlsh cattle are believed to be in- 
fected, the annual losses running Into 
hundreds of thousands of pounds, 


The vaccine has been prepared by 
experts of the Department of 
Agriculture here, In accordance with 
the principles-followed by M, Spah- 
linger in preparing his famous tuber- 
culosis vaccine for cattle. 


This means that the diseasc- 
producing organism has been 
“grown” In the laboratory under as 
nearly natural conditions as possible, 
and then allowed to dic o naturale], 
death, Only when preliminary tests 
have shown that the vaccine is really 
dead will it be used. : 


HUMANS AFFECTED 


Eleven heifers (cows which haye 
not yet calved) have now been vac- 
cinated, and are being exposed, along 
with “11 untreated” animals, to° no-" 
tural infection on the furm, It Is 
hoped that oll the vaccinated animals 
will calve normally, while an ap- 
preclable proportion of the others 
will contract the discuse, thus pro~ 
viding uo prima facie case for fuller 
Investigation. 


“The disease is terribly wide- 
spread,” I was told, “and a menace 
to every dairy herd in’ England.. 
Apart from the loss of the calf, it 
Teads to n drop of up to two-thirds 
in the milk supply. It has also been 
polnted out that the organism caus~ 
ing the disease is closely related to 
that responsible for undulant fever 
in human belngs, Quite a number of 
cases have been reported In which 
this: disease appears to have been 
contracted through milk from in- 
fected cows,”

Nuremberg, Sept. 7. 

Referring to the question of 
colonies, ,Herr Adolf Hitler, in his 
proclamation at the Nazt Congress 
to-day, dealt with Germany's difMf- 
cultles in connectlon with food sup- 
plies, and “a living space too smail, 
without the addition of Colonies, to 
guarantee on undisturbed, ussured 
ond Insting food supply.” 


“No other people have shown a 
greater achlevement in this respect 
than we," said Herr Hitler. “How- 
ever unbearable the thought, wo 
shall be dependent year after year, 
on the vicissitudes of good and ba 
harvests,” he added. 


Continuing, Herr Hitler said: “Our 
demand for colonies.is one rooted in 
economic needs, The attitude of 
other Powers thereto is simply in- 
comprehensible,” 


Hitler added that the natural unity 
of interest between Germany and 
Italy had increasingly proved itself 
in recent months as an element which 
secured Europe against chaotic in- 
sanity. “Our agreement with Japan,” 
he observed, “serves the same pur- 
pose, namely, to stand shoulder to 
shoulder in warding off the faults of 
clvillsation which can occur in Spain 
to-day, in the Enst to-morrow, and 
elsewhere the day after to-morrow."
